Residents of Oklahoma Forced to Abandon 
Their Homes—An Old Man's Trying 
Ex psrience— Gauge at the Foot of 
Market Street Now Marks 30.6—0on- 
dition of ths Missouri and Ohio 
Rivers. 


The East St. Louis Dock Warehouse, im- 
mediately south of the Eads Bridge, gave 
way before the rush of water at 11:80 this 
mornine ada fully one-fourth of the 
vast building, with the heavy contents, fell 
in a heap—the roof sinking and settling upon 
the wreck. Tiousanas of barrels of 
flour, sacks of grain, boxes of 
cannea goods, bundles oof shingles 
of both cypress and pine, and a 
miscelianeous lot of other goods, were pre- 
Ccipitated through the ground floor and into 
the water. One of the laborers, Cicero Pate, 
a colored man, ts missing, and William Har- 
ris had his arm broken. Workmen are striv- 
ing to ascertain if Pate is inthe heap. Three 
men labored at one point of the roof 
cuttinga hole with axes, and one of the 
workmen descended through this. In a 
short time he reappeared, handing up to the 

others two Scotch terrier puppies with their 
mother, they having fallen with the 
merabandise and escaped uninjured. Cheers 
from spectators on the bridge greeted the 
‘workman as he emerged with bis living 
freight. 

The loss to the building and stock of goods 
Will be quite heavy, as much that was not 
broken will be spolled by the water. The 
building is said to belong to Chicago people 
and was used as a§general warehouse. 


THE EXPECTED BISE. 


Observer Hammon on the Condition of 
the Missouri and Ohio Rivers. 
a ge of the riverat the foot of Mar- 
et régistered a depth of 30.6 feet this 
morning, arise of 1.4 feet since yesterday 
‘morning, and a very near approach to 32 
tet the danger mark. Observor Hammon 
sad to-day that heexpected the gauge to 
register 31.5 feet to-morrow and he was not 
sure that this would mark the crest of 
the present flood. Mr. Hammon says that 
there is a peculiar condition of affairs in the 
river. The influences which have brought 
on the high water are pevcullarly local. The 
-yecent rains at St. Louis and Alton were 
focal, and Saturday night’s downpour did 
not go west of Hermann on theMissour iRiver. 
The local rains at St. Louis and Alton pro- 
duced a height of water which almost 
stopped the current in the Missouri River, 
About the caissons being used in the con- 
struction of the new Burlington Bridge. The 
water was 16.9 feet deep at Hermann, Mo., 
this morning, and only 13 feet deep at Boon- 
Ville, further up the Missouri River. Mr. 
Hammon says 16 feet ot water at Hermann 
should mean 18 feet at Boanville. The result 
is adam at Hermann which keeps the water 
back and prevents it from running down to 
the Mississippi.

ing gallery being all that is above water, The 
Rea Howse saloon does its business by run- 
ning a skiff to the M.& O. embankment. 
Two feet more of water will put the M. 4 0. 
tracks under water. 

Sometime ago an enterprising East St. 
Louis firm started a chicken farm two miles 
below the Pitteburg Crossing. The only 
chicken visible is a wooden one which orna- 
ments the sign ‘‘Hatcher and Br er“ on 
the top of the gate. The place is under six 
feet of water. 

The Conlogte, Pittsburg & Ohio and the 
Mobile & Ohio roads cross each other at what 
is. known as PittsburgCrossing. A settle- 
ment of railroad men has been made near 
the crossing in the semi-triangle formed by 
the roads. Houses here are r sub- 
merged. Another foot or two of water will 
cause the abandonment of the round-house 
at the point.

On This Side. 

The river is beginning to enter the lower 
parts of North St. Louis, especially in the 
yards of the Water-works and inthe vicinity 
of the Knapp-Stout lumber yards. 

The bristle factory of Adolph Bieger 


on the north side of Ferry street 
is idle because of the encroachments 
of the water, being eran th surrounded. 
Under the trestie work of the Merchants’ 
Bridge, the seep water stands in great 
ponds—the only dry land to be seen ne the 
graded roads leading to the river. The lum- 
ber yard of Knapp, Stout 4 Co. has several 
inches of water all over it, and more con- 
stantly comingin. Everybody living in the 
vicinity of Grand avenue and the river 
moved their household s yesterday. In 
the neighborhood of the St. Louis Sash, Door 
and Blind Factory water has surrounded the 
houses on the lower ground, and particularly 
is this true of the district known as Okla- 
boma. Here the water has surrounded the 
little cabins of the squatters and stands 
three feet on the first floors. Most of the den- 
izens have taken to houseboats and are afloat 
on their ratural element. A few secured 
rooms ‘*uyp-town’’ and moved their belong 
ings yesterday. Oneold couple, John Hogg 
and wife, — g- their goods out on the bank 
of the railroad inaleaky old skiff. and he, 
drenched to the skin, was wading around in 
water waist deep striving to save somethin 
further from the flood, while his wife st 
guard over what raf had removed to 
the shore. Mr. ogg is 76 
old, and his wife says has not a 
dollar in the world. she said she could not 
tell where they could remove as they had no 
money to pay for a veyance or to pa 
ox This ts the on of absolute Gesti- 
From the u bridge ap it 
eould be seen that the water had entered 
Venice on the east side of the river, and the 
trainmen wo are crossing constantly said 
that it would soon all be flooded. 

SQUATTERS WASHED OUT. 

The river has risen so rapidly that the 
squatters along the bank between Arsenal 
street and Carondelet have been 
again caught by the floods 
and the district east of the 
railroad tracks presents a scene similar to 
those witnessed last spring during the flood 
period. Houses are under water or 
partially so, while the flatboats in 
which most of the squatters 
liveare afloat where the owner has been 
careful enough to have them in good condi- 
tion, but where the hulls are leakpthe boats 
have sunk and are tied to the bank by ropes 
while their owners and their families are 
camped on the bank or have sought shelter 
elsewhere. 


Situation in East St Louis. 


The water in the Mississippi River and 
Cahokia Creek continues to rise and is now 
within about three feet of the flood level of 
last year, Still the city of East 
Louis 18 not thought to be 


in any danger, as is supposed that 
the next rise in the river will not reach this 
int before the water here has had time to 
all some. At any rate, it would require a 
big rise to flood the city or even to cause 
material damage. There is a little 
water in hollows and low .places about the 
city, but this is the accumulation from rains, 
and is not fromthe river. South and south- 
east of the city the condition of affairs is quite 
different. It now appears that a repetition 
of last year’s flood of the farming country 
between here and Cahokia is inevitable. The 
flood may or may not reach the height of last 
year, but crops and farm property are 
bound to be dainaged some. Reports received 
from Cahokia and Centerville Station to-day 
are tothe effect that the water is backing u 
into the same places that were floode 
last year. As et no water has 
reached Centerville Station, but the farmers 
of that part of the county fear their property 
will be under water before the week is out. 
The water about Cahokia has already reached 
an pe stage and it is reported that 
several families have left their homes in ad 
vance of the flood. Others who live on higher 
ground still cling to their homes in the hope 
that the water may recede before 
it reaches such a stage that they 
will be forced to leave. In East st. Louls * „ 
sewers are becoming troublesome agaih. 
Last night’s heavy rain filled them, and th 
creek into which they empty is so high that 
they have no outlet. A fire engine was 
brought from St. Louis to-day and is now 
pumping water from the Broadway sewer, 


Damage in Belleville. 
Even the city of Belleville, which is nearly 
200 feet higher than the lowlands of the Mis- 
sissipp! River threatened with inundation, 


has not escaped the flood resuilt- 
— from the late continuous 
rains.

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President Cleveland Opens the 
Waving Flags, cheers, Whistles and 
Whirring Wheels Greet the Event. 


MUSIC AND ADDRESSES OF THE OPEN- 
ING CEREMONIES. 


Ovations Given the President and the 
Duke of Veragus on the Way to the 
Grounds and Upon Their Arrival 
There—Incomplete State of the White 
City—Inadequate Means of Transpor- 
tation for Visitors—Dedication of Mis- 
souri’s Building—Events of the Day. 


Curcaco, III., May 1.—Grover Cleveland, 
President ofthe United States, surrounded 
by the members of his Cabine® by the hich 
officials of the various States, by various and 
distin guished representatives from the lands 
across the seas and dy a mighty throng of 
American citizens, to-day pressed the button 
which sent aflying the wheels, the innumer. 
able engines and mechahismsand the laby- 
rinth of belting and gearing which make up 
the machinery of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition. At the same momenta national 
salute pealed forth from the guns of the An- 
drew Jackson, lying off the Exposition 
grounds in Lake Michigan; 700 flags, released 
from their stops“ at a concerted signal, 
swung loose and streamed out under the sky 
in scarlet, yellow and biue; over in Machin- 
ery Halla great roar arose and the turrets of 
the building nodded as the wheels Degan to 
turnand a greater volume of sound arose 
from the throats of the great concourse of 
people, who thus acclaimed the opening of 
the greatest achievement of American pluck, 
enterprise and generosity. 

Nearly all night there had been a continu- 
ous soaking drizzle that caused the spirits 
of the World’s Fair officials to sink to the 
zero point. The rain contihued until 7 
o’clock, when the clouds parted, and 
througha rift over the lake there was a 
gleam oF sunshine, which lasted only for a 
moment, however, and although the rain 
ceased the clouds still hung sodden ever the 
city.. The wind blew faintly from the east 
and the banners and other decoratiogs flut. 
tered in a dismal manner, and on the boule- 
vards the mud lay thick and deep. All this, 
however, had no effect upon the enthusiasm 
of the energetic citizens who had determined 
to witness the opening of the Fair. 

Before the first faint streaks of light in the 
eastern sky heralded the approach of the 
dawn the down-town streets were asitr de- 
spite the rain which was falling. Crowds 
were hurrying from the railroad depots on 
the North and West Sides and the cable lines 
were discharging load after load of passen. 
gers at the intersection of Madison and 
La Salle streets and all along Dearborn street 
tothe lake. Carriages and omnibuses began 
to hurry through the South Side avenues and 
pedestrians innumerable set their faces 


southward in the direction of Jackson Park. 


Down at the Van Buren Street Station of the 
Illinois Central road the crowds began to 
gather early, and by daybreak the approach- 
es to the viaduct were black with people 
awaiting the opening of the gates leading to 
the train platforms. 

As the morning wore.on the throngs in- 
creased. Excursion trains from near-by 
points and the regular suburban trains on 
the various roads brought thousands, who 
added to the crowds from other sources. 
Nine o’clock saw every available means of 
transportation tested to its full capacity and 
in some cases beyond it. 

As 10 o’clock—the hour for the opening ex- 
ercises—drew near, the rush reached its 
height, subsiding as 11 o’clock was reached. 
The jam at the railway stations became less, 
the cable cars moved along only comfortably 
filled; the boats carried off smaller loads of 
passengers; pedestrians became fewer and 
fewer and by noon the down-town streets 
were if anything clearer than on'ordinary 
days when no World’s Fair is being opened. 
The events of the day follow in detall: 

FROM AUDITORIUM TO LEXINGTON.

IN THE GROUNDS. 

Less than an hour had been occupied in the 
journey from the starting point, and the 
triumphant entree within the great white 
city was now in order.

A handful of Columbian 
guards had been detalle d for duty to keep the 
inside border of the mass of humanity from 
encroaching on the press seats which were 
eye below the grand stand on either 
side. Not even a rope was strung along the 
line of the grand stand to keep a passage way 
clear for the newspaper men and ambulance 


corps. 

The pushing and crowding at the northeast 
end of thé Administration Bullding soon de- 
came 80 severe that many women fainted, 
while others became so sick that they had to 
be lifted bodily over the railing into the press 
seats until the arrival of the Kea Cross corps 
with the wheel chairs. 

While the poem was being read it looked as 
though a panic with fatal consequences could 
not be averted. The guards were powerless, 
their work being no more effectual than 
child’s play. 

Women continued to faint by the dozen and 
the weaker ones, who were getting in a faint- 
ing condition, were lifted over the heads of 
the crowd by the guards and newspaper 
men into the press seats and grand stand re- 
served for alstinguishbed guests. 

The crowd in attendance was enormous 
and was variously estimated at from 150,000 
to 175,000.

It is absolutely hopeless 
to expect anything like eémpletion of the 
grounds and bulidings in less than four 
weeks. 

do much#for the magnificence. As forthe 
Fair, there is none, nor will there be for 
weeks and weeks to come. 

There are few exhibits now ready, per- 
haps 100 out of the whole 35,000, but these are 
the trifingand unimportant ones that are 
setup merely for advertisement. Ia the 
Manufactures Building, for instance, the 
only completed displays noticed ina long in- 
spection were those of a Brooklyn manu- 
facturer of dress shields aad of a New York 
shirt and collar company.

BURLINGTON, Io., May 1.—At2a, m. Sunday 
fire broke out inthe three-story brick tene- 
ment at 855 Jefferson street.

The fact that the 
balance of trade is against us, this circu- 
lar affirms, isa proof of our prosperity. 
We are rich and are able to buy, while 
Burope is poor and must take money 
metal instead of products for their goods. 
Gold instead of silver is sent because the 
nations with which we are trading are on 
a gold basis with respect to currency. 

The statement that the Sherman law, 
bad as its effect may be upon our currency 
conditions, hasanything to do with the 
shipment of gold is ridteuled as absurd. 
The b of the danger of our losing all 
our gold through exchanges for European 
silver is held up to scorn. In Europe 15% 
ounces.of silver coin is worth an ounce of 
gold coin and even if we had free coinage 
at the ratio of one vunce of gold to 10 
ounces of silver the European -would losé 
half an ounce in actual value besides all 
the costs attaching to the transaction in 
exchanging his silver for our gold.
